Document A2 discloses technology that counts the number of pulses of a rotation 
synchronization signal which an encoder (used for monitoring the rotation of a polygon 
mirror) outputs in synchronism with the rotation of each face of the polygon mirror. The 
technology controls the laser emission timing by monitoring the counts. 

Document A3 discloses APC technology for lasers. Documents Al and A3 claim 
priority based on the same first-filed application.
